2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a method or storage containing code that when 
executed causes determining an amount of physical memory available and a minimum 
memory-mapped 10 size, and sets the top of lower memory equal to 4GB minus a 
rounded memory-mapped lO size determined by 1) rounding it up to the next multiple of 
1 28M if the physical memory is less than or equal to 4GB, or 2) by rounding it up to a 
next multiple of x, x a function of a number of DIMM socket pairs determined to be 
available, if the physical memory is greater than 4GB. This setting of the TOLM allows 

6 memory type range registers (MTRRs) to completely specify caching characteristics of 
the address space, thus leaving 2 of the 8 available MTRRs for use in defining caching 
characteristics in the PCI memory range, as required by some types of applications.
